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1979 IBS_- Winter Meeting 


The 10th annual IBS Winter Meeting 
was Called to order by President Wally 
Hart on November 11, 1978, at the 
Dinkler Motel in Syracuse, New York, at 
9:10 A.M. He noted that the necessary 
quorum was present, and that a majority 
of the club directors were also present, 
making the ensuing meeting legal. Ex- 
ecutive board members present, were 
Wally (also proxy for Jim Stekl), Bob 
White, Charlie Fountaine, John 
Moulthrop and Carl Lynn (proxy for Jack 
Deming). Club directors present were: 
Charlie Fountaine (Dunham's Bay), Walt 
Pereira (E.B.S.A.), Randy Fritz (Main- 
ville), Bob Linn (I.W.L.A.), Paul Olewine 
(Central Pa.), Charles Pardoe (Sulphyr 
Springs), Hank Gonnella (Camillus), 
Lloyd Richards (South Creek), Clyde 
Hart (Council Cup), Phyllis Austin (Fair- 
fax), Floyd Skakel (Pine Tree), Clint 
Benedict (Stittsville), Wayne Tubman 
(BRSA), Roger Burkhart (Ridge Sports- 
mens Club), Clyde Hart serving as proxy 
for Stonewall. Unrepresented were: 
Capital City and Saginaw. 

Welcoming remarks and announce- 
ments were made by Wally. A moment of 
silence was observed for deceased col- 
leagues, and ground rules for the meet- 
ing were mentioned. Mike Walker served 
as parliamentarian. Minutes from the last 
Winter Meeting were approved as all 
members had a chance to read them in 
Precision Shooting. 

The treasurer's report was given. 
$6,791.51 was the balance of cash on 
hand. Wally noted that in article 19, sec- 
tion 3, an audit was required, and he ap- 
pointed Walt Pereira and Ed Joiner as an 
auditing committee. They will complete 
the job some time during the course of 
the weekend and report back. 

Reports from standing committees 
were heard next. Bob White, for the var- 
mint committee, reported no correspon- 
dence concerning varmint class. There 
were no formal complaints. 

Heavy Bench committee chairman 
John Trela gave a lengthy report as 
follows: 

Fellow benchresters we must unify our 
efforts rather than divide them between 
the Varmint, Hunter or Heavy Bench 
class. If one of our members flounders 
then all of benchrest will suffer. Commit- 
tee feedback indicates that the following 
factors have contributed to the current 
state of affairs: 

1. Heavy Bench Rifle gets relatively little 
publicity. 
2. The heavy gun shooter is being dis- 
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criminated against when it comes to 
2-gun aggregates at any match where 
it is fired. 

3. Some believe the big gun has served 
its purpose. 

4. Beginning shooters are started in the 
varmint classes and rarely progress 
into the big gun class due to relatively 
few competitors and darn few 
matches. 

5. Economic considerations tend to dis- 
courage clubs from sponsoring heavy 
gun matches. 

6. Generally the heavy gun class is fired 
in the tougher afternoon conditions. 
This does not lend itself to record 
breaking situations and hence en- 
couragement to participate. 

7. By nature the size and quantity of 
equipment for the big gun class re- 
quires somewhat longer set-up time. 
In 5 shot matches the varmint 
shooters on the same relay often ex- 
press displeasure with this. 

8. A general attitude of rushing the 
match to get an early start home has 
created ill will toward any shooter or 
class who seems to delay departure. 

9. An inordinate number of influential 
shooters continue to voice, and prac- 
tice, a negative attitude toward the 
heavy guns. Instead of helping the 
class by their presence and participa- 
tion they forsake it by their absence. 


Proposed solutions by shooters not 
already participating in the class: 


1. Eliminate from competition all return 
to battery rifles in hope that this ac- 
tion would bring back into competi- 
tion some former competitors who 
decline to compete against these 
rigs. 

2. A trend is developing to shoot all 5 
shot matches for the big gun. 


Proposed solutions by current class par- 
ticipants: 


1. Give the heavy bench shooters an 
equal opportunity at good conditions 
by rotating the starting class on a 
daily or season basis on a given 
range. 

2. Every encouragement should be 
given to range schedules which allow 
for 2 gun aggregates including the 
big gun. 

3. Wouldn’t the elimination of any seg- 
ment of the big gun class destroy a 
prime proving ground where unique 
and innovative techniques in equip- 


ment and components could be 

tested? 

The association should reflect the 

premise that the heavy bench rifle 

represents the ultimate in rest class 
accuracy. 

5. Two gun aggregates for the big gun 
and any single varmint class could 
prove economically feasible for host 
clubs. 

6. In the interest of unity in our sport a 
certain cliche applies here quite 
specifically. If one cannot say some- 
thing good about the class then he 
should say nothing at all. 

7. Any reduction of our members by 
elimination of certain types of equip- 
ment would only tend to hurt our 
cause rather than promote it. 

8. Because of the unique charac- 
teristics of this class of rifle, 10 shot 
matches better indicate the true po- 
tential of this equipment. 

In closing we would like to state that 
the 1978 attendence at the IBS Cham- 
pionship drew only 15 shooters while 
that of NBRSA drew a mere 41, a sad 
commentary on the rifle, which started it 
all. We'll bet that at least 100 heavy guns 
will come out of the closets and be 
placed on the benches at the next Super 
Shoot.

There was a Short period of discussion 
and comments about the items covered 
on the Heavy Bench report. 

The Hunter Rifle committee report was 
given by chairman Guy Green. Guy 
stated that there were an increasing 
number of shooters competing in hunter 
class. There was a meeting held at Main- 
ville concerning the hunter rifle situation 
and the results of the meeting were 
given by Randy Fritz. (1). Hunter class 
wants records recognized by |.B.S., past 
and present. If not, they are entertaining 
the idea of unregistered matches. There 
is also concern over the $1.00 match fee 
and no records. (2). Discussion of scor- 
ing plugs for each club; there should be 
a standard set. (3). Discussion of case 
capacity and caliber rule. Transconti- 
nental hunter league does not recognize 
current IBS case capacity & caliber 
rules - need 2/3 majority for ratification 
of rule change. 

Nominations for committee members: 
Walt Pereira moved that varmint commit- 
tee be retained, Clint Benedict sec- 
onded, voted on and carried. Heavy 
Bench Committee: Bob White made mo- 
tion to retain the same committee, Carl 
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Lynn seconded, voted on and approved. 
Hunter; changed to 3-man committee, 
consisting of Bob Linn, Randy Fritz and 
Paul Olewine. Chares Pardoe moved to 
close nominations, seconded by Bob 
White and all were in favor. 


A report was given by the Recording 
Secretary, including results of the elec- 
tion of officers. Jim Stekl is the new 
President, Bob White is the new 1st. Vice 
President and Gary Ocock is the new 
2nd. Vice President for |.B.S. Wally con- 
gratulated the new officers and thanked 
all of the previous executive board mem- 
bers as they had been very cooperative. 
Bob White gave his vote of thanks to the 
executive board as they did a very good 
job. Everyone agreed. 

Special committees: The nominating 
committee was thanked and discharged. 
A new committee was not elected as Jim 
Stek! will appoint one in the future. The 
measuring committee does not expire; 
we retain the present committee. 

Clyde Hart gave a report for the 
measurement committee. No progress 
has been made on the search for better 
target paper. We still have the same 
problems in measuring groups fired into 
the present target paper. Using alcohol 
was suggested, but this is potentially 
disasterous. Ed & Clyde impregnated 
the present targets for better edges & 
holes (water glass) but targets dis- 
colored; they will try to come up with 
something that works. 

Bob White gave a lengthy report for 
the awards committee; it was noted that 
all medals and trophies have been 
awarded. Bob saved time by removing 
the plates on the keeper trophies ahead 
of time. Bob requested that any previous 
championship winner should return the 
plate to the awards chairman. Engraving 
and trophy costs are extremely expen- 
sive. A few years ago a keeper trophy 
was $18.00, they currently are $24-$25 
and may be $30.00. Trophy companies 
make castings — own and keep the 
mold. If a new company is sought new 
molds are $200.00. Some companies are 
cheapening wood to keep the cost low. 
To have all plates engraved the cost was 
$150.00 at 30 cents a letter. As of the last 
meeting there were no 300 yard aggreg- 
ate winner patches. Bob has ordered 
100-200-300 yard patches. They are 
being sent out to the new chairman. 
Patches are not sent until results are 
received from the club holding a match. 
Bob must have a copy of these results. 

Postal Committee: report given by 
Rick Hornbeck. He listed members of in- 
ternational committee as follows: Rick 
Hornbeck, IBS (chairman), Wayne Tub- 
man, BRSA, Nev Madden, SSAA, and 
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Alberto Midili, AITBR. Rick reported we 
have had contact from France. They 
have organized and have our rule book. 
They will affiliate with IBS as soon as 
they have bureaucratic approval. 

Germany will organize and have 
matches next spring. They intend to 
affiliate with IBS. The Netherlands re- 
quested that IBS inform them on 
benchrest shooting (article in October 
issue of P.S.). With the approval of Wally 
Rick has eliminated the postal commit- 
tee, now to be taken over by the interna- 
tional committee. There were awards 
given for 1st, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th place 
teams. Rick now has approval for 1st, 
2nd, and 3rd:only. There have been no 
problems reported from any countries. 
Good responses for records in yards and 
meters have been received. The records 
committee expressed concern because 
of 2 problems: (1). Shipping targets and 
backers cause the holes to get bigger. 
(2). Adding meters to rule book. Next 
year meter records will be submitted and 
countries will be authorized to establish 
records without shipping targets. There 
was much discussion on everything now 
becoming metric. Until a resignation, 
this committee stands as is. Rick is 
doing a fantastic job. The public rela- 
tions account has a balance of $3,101.44 
for expenses, some of which will be used 
internationally. 

The Powder Puff committee was not 
represented because of a shopping 
spree. Clyde assured us that the commit- 
tee will serve next year. 

Clyde reported no complaints to the 
cooling off committee, monitoring items 
passed last year. H.B. shooters want bet- 
ter times to shoot. Randy Fritz gave a re- 
port on an item forgotten on the original 
hunter committee report-classification 
of Master class should be changed from 
240 to 245. 

Old business was called for. Phyllis 
Austin wanted the Light Varmint class 
added to Heavy. Varmint in Hunter com- 
petition. No new business was dis- 
cussed. 

Wally recessed the board of director’s 
meeting at 10:30 for a coffee break. 

At 10:45, the Board of Directors meet- 
ing was called to order by Wally, proxy 
for Jim Stekl.

Decision on warm up matches. If the 
necessity arises, the warm up match 
may be eliminated. In the interest of 
completing a class or aggregate 
course of fire in the time available. 
Provision must be made to allow a 
competitor to get his rifle on paper 
in any event. 

This item received a yes vote with 
the decision being left up to the discre- 
tion of the referees if the situation ap- 
pears.

11. Reduce IBS fee from $1.00 to $.50 
for Heavy Varmint matches being 
shot on Hunter rifle targets for 
score.

Reduce IBS fees from $1.00 to $.50 for 
Heavy Varmint rifles shot on hunter 
targets. 

12. Revise flag regulations to prohibit 
flags being placed by competitors 
after benches have been drawn, and 
enforce. 

This item was rejected by Walt 
Pereira and seconded by John 
Moulthrop. The flag regulations were 
left as written.

Moulthrop. 

13. For aone year trial period revise our 
rule book to require the removal of 
all bolts from rifles except between 
the appropriate commands given by 
the range officer and allow rifles to 
be placed on rests between relays. 

This item was approved by the 
directors as long as it is left up to the 
discretion of the clubs whether or not 
the rifles are placed on the rests be- 
tween relays. Bolts must be removed 
at all times. 

Motion, Bob White; Second, Lloyd 
Richards. 

14. Alter rule No. 6 under definitions 
page 3 in the rule book to allow the 
use of electronic triggers in 
Benchrest, Varmint and Sporter 
class rifles. 

The word electronic was changed to 
electric. This item was accepted mak- 
ing electric triggers legal in all classes. 

Motion, Walter Pereira; Second, 
Lloyd Richards. 

15. Discuss the possibility of an 1.B.S. 
points competition during the sum- 
mer registered match schedule to 
determine an annual |.B.S. points 
champion in each class of competi- 
tion. This may increase registered 
match attendance throughout the 
summer months. 

This item was explained by Lloyd 
Richards. A committee was appointed 
by Wally to investigate this matter and 
report back next year. The committee 
consists of Lloyd, John Moulthrop and 
Gary Ocock. 

16. Suggest IBS print a membership 
name and address directory. (To be 
sold to members only; at a profit to 
IBS). 

This item was rejected due to the 
fact that there may be an invasion of 
privacy to the members. 
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Motion, Wayne Tubman. 

17. Combine the current positions of 
Secretary and Treasurer into one of- 
fice prior to the next election. 

Rejected. 
Motion, Roger Burkhart. 

18. Discuss and clarify the minimum 
age, degree of training and level of 
experience required of junior 
shooters, (a) supervised and (b) un- 
supervised. 

Rejected. 
Motion, Walter Pereira; Second, Clint 
Benedict. 

19. Establish records for 200 Yd. Hunter 
class and Grand Agg. for 100 and 
200 Yd.

| know the evils of a large case versus 
a small one and, | guess this is inex- 
perience talking, | feel strongly that poor 
gunsmithing and poor materials cause 
99% of inaccuracy. 

Time and time again | have heard so- 
called experts state that this cartridge is 
more accurate than that one. | feel that 
materials and workmanship are more to 
blame; not case design. 

Perhaps you can write a good article 
on this subject. Just think what people 
would say if someone came to the range 
with a Hart barreled 30-30. 

Keep up the good work. It sure helps a 
newcomer like me.

You are right when you say 
gunsmithing has a lot to do with ac- 
curacy. | must admit too that many .300 
Weatherby bench rifles have been used 
at 1000 yard matches. Nevertheless the 
records at this range are held by the 7 
mm Mag. or the 30-338 or cartridges 
near the capacity of these two. The two 
cases are identical except for the cali- 
ber. 


One of the biggest problems gener- 
ated by large capacity cases is the 
amount of fouling. Logic should tell us 
that 60 grains of powder will generate 


less fouling than 80 grains or more and 
experience bears this out. The record 
groups at 1000 yards run around 7 in- 
ches. This is about .75 minutes of angle, 
approximately 3 times the record ag- 
gregates at 100 and 200 yards. The .308 
with the best bullets in a heavy rifle will 
do better than .3 minute of angle at these 
short ranges, but will only come close to 
the .75 M.O.A. at 1000 yards under the 
best conditions. 

So, the compromise of the somewhat 
larger 7 mm Mag. case is apparently 
worthwhile at 1000 yards. | think we 
need to conclude though that short 
range benchrest i.e., 100 - 200 yard is a 
quite different game than 1000 yard 
bench rest and that really serious 
shooters would need two different rifles 
Or, aS you suggest, a method of in- 
terchanging barrels. 

The best commercial bullet presently 
available for 1000 yard accuracy is the 7 
mm Hollowpoint-boat-tail 162 grain Hor- 
nady Match. The best commercial bullet 
available for short range bench rest is 
the Remington 68 grain 6 mm Match. 
The best commercial 30 caliber bullet for 
short range bench is the Sierra 168 grain 
Match King. 

My choice for both ranges would be a 
heavy rifle with fiberglass stock, sleeved 
Remington action arranged for in- 
terchanging barrels of 1-3/8" dia. (ap- 
prox.) in 7 mm Mag. caliber for 1000 
yards and 6 mm BR for 100-200 yards. If 
the 30 cal. is to be used in both the 
choice would be .308 and .30-338. 

The availability of bolts for the two 
calibers would need to be investigated. 
Let your gunsmith decide the twist, 
probably 10 inch in 7 mm and 14 inch in 
.308 or 6 mm and 12 inch in .30-338. 

If you are contemplating prone 1000 
yd. | suggest you invest in two rifles. 

| have no knowledge of anyone show- 
ing up with a 30-30, but the case is a 
natural for 100-200 yard bench rest.

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From The Workbench

Question: | am an inveterate barrel 
changer, but until recently have not 
worked with actions, (Remington) which 
have a non-integral recoil lug bracket. 
When working on such an action with a 
rear action type wrench, and the barrel 
held in a barrel vice, | find it difficult to 
precisely re-index the recoil lug bracket 
when changing barrels. 

| can dream up a lot of Rube Goldberg 
solutions to the problem but there must 
be a simple answer. What is it? 


Answer: One method of correction 
would be to pin the recoil lug to the 
receiver. | most generally use two 1/16 
inch roll pins. 

| also have a couple of personal rifles 
which are bolted in, switch barrel rifles, 
and when changing barrels | leave the 
action in the stock. 

If the problem is a “once in while 
thing’’ clean the barrel, lug and receiver 
surfaces, apply a thin coat of lube to the 
barrel side of the lug and a touch of 
rosin to the other side, align your index 
marks on lug and receiver and tighten. 

In reply to my November article on 
reloading procedures, Walter Klem sent 
me the following letter that | found of in- 
terest and would like to pass along. 

Walt is a 1000 yard shooter who is al- 
ways searching for a ‘‘better way”. 

| would certainly think this “trick” 
would be of benefit on commercial 
bullets. 

Klem’s Letter 

In the Nov. 1978 issue of Precision 
Shooting you answered a letter from a 
long-range shooter covering the proper 
procedure for reloading. You mentioned 
over-all bullet length. 

| would like to pass on to you, for your 
comments, my findings in this area. | 
turned up a gauge which consists of a 
block of steel with a .300” dia. hole 
bored through it. Next | counter-bored a 
308” diameter approximately 1/4” deep. 
The .300” dia. represents the bore dia. of 
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a 30-06 and the .308” dia. the bullet 
diameter. 

Dropping a bullet point down in the 
gauge brings it to rest on the .300” 
diameter of the ogive. Then, by passing 
this fixture under a dial gauge, | can 
read the remaining length and have an 
exact check on uniformity of this length 
of a particular quantity of bullets. 

| ran a box of 100 of a well known 
brand of 190 grain boattails through this 
test and although most of them held 
within .010’’, the maximum and minimum 
readings on the worst two were .036”. By 
visual examinations of these two, it was 
apparent to the naked eye that a 
difference in the shape of the ogive ex- 
isted. 

Perhaps | am splitting hairs but it 
seems to me that several conditions ex- 
ist. First, a difference in bearing length 
of the bullet should cause a difference of

breech pressures due to varying friction 
of the bullets, and second; a change in 
the shape of the ogive would effect the 
B.C. Perhaps at shorter ranges this may 
not be important; | think that at 1000 
yards it may be. | feel that this is an in- 
teresting area to explore.

to the membership for comment. One 
target had a ‘“‘laminated’’ square, the 
other had an ‘‘X’’ square.

sion fitting bolt with a shell holder bolt 
face. Obvious advantages were an ex- 
ceptionally strong cylindrical action 
that allowed scope mounting off the 
barrel. Do not confuse this Shaw ac- 


tion with what we now call a sleeve 
job. The present day sleeve, which is 
soldered or glued over the entire 
length of the action, was invented by 
Orrin Bellows of Wilcox, Pa. in 
1955-56. It seems like bench shooters 
were beginning to overcome some of 
the major causes of inaccuracy, ie. 
bullets, barrels and bedding. 

Larry Moore, associate editor of the 
magazine, authored an in depth 
analysis of the benchrest system of 
measuring targets to determine the 
true winner. He pointed out that ex- 
treme spread is a measurement of dis- 
persion (or precision), while score is a 
measurement of accuracy. The two 
words do not always have the same 
meaning. Precision is the distribution 
of shots around a center of impact 
anywhere on the target, while ac- 
curacy is the distribution of shots at a 
predetermined point such as dead 
center in the ten ring. In other words, 
precision is the ability to make tiny 
groups while accuracy is the ability to 
hit a particular spot. Only when the 
center of impact coincides with the 
center of the ten ring do the two terms 
have the same meaning. Larry’s main 
thesis was that the method used in 
benchrest competition does only one 
thing - it determines the competitor 
who manages the smallest extreme 
spreads and does not necessarily 
determine who did the best overall 
shooting since 3 out of 5 or 8 out of 10 
shots are not considered. Larry was in 
favor of a benchrest target with ten 
bulls which would measure both pre- 
cision and accuracy. Shades of our 
present Hunter targets!
